MATERIALS: 

Fontana Sprite Tripie knitting 
Bust size 

34 36 38 40 42 44 ins 

Wool requited 

18 18 20 20 22 22 ozs 

I pair each Nos 4 and 8 knitting 
needles. 5 buttons. 3 stitch 
holders. 


CAUTION: Accurate results 

can be obtained only by using the 
FONTANA wool recommended. 


MEASUREMENTS: 

Length from top of shoulder 
26 26 264 264 27 27 ins 
Length of sleeve seam (all sizes): 
17 ins, or length required. 

TENSION: 8{ sis to 2 inches in 
width, measured over stst on No 
4 needles. 

Check your tension carefully and if 
it does not correspond with the 
tension given use a larger or smaller 
size of needles. 

ABBREVIATIONS: K. knit: p, 
purl: sts, stitches; inc, inciease; 
dec, decrease; ins, inches: rsf, 
right side facing: rep, repeat; 
cunt, continues(ing); rem, remains 
(ing); beg, beginning; stst, slock¬ 
ing stitch (right side k. wrong side 
p); tbs, through back of stitches; 
tog, together; si, slip; psso, pass 
slipped stitch over; foil, follow¬ 
ing; alt, alternate; patt, pattern; 
tbi, through back of loop. 

THE POCKET LININGS: Us¬ 
ing No 4 needles, cast on 


20 20 22 22 24 24 sts 

1st row: K. 

2nd row: K 1, p to last st, k 1. 
Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 11 times, 
then 1st row once. Break otf wool. 
Leave these sts on a stitch holder. 
Work another Pocket Lining i 
same manner. 

RIGHT FRONT: Using No 8 
needles, cast on 

37 39 41 43 45 47 sts 

1st row: K 2. * p 1. k 1; rep 

from * to end of row. 

2nd row: K I, * p 1, k I; rep 
from * to end of row. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 5 times, 
inc once at beg of needle in last 
row. 

38 40 42 44 46 48 sts 

Using No 4 needles, proceed as 
follows:— 

1st row: K, 

2nd row: P to last st. k I. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 11 times. 
Place Pocket as follows:— 
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from pocket lining sts on stitch hold¬ 
er on to left hand needle, p across 
these sis, p to last st, k I. 

Coni in stst until work measures 
16£ ins, or length required, from 
commencement, finishing at end of 
k row. 
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Shape Raglan and Front Slope 

as follows:— 

1st row: Casl off 

2 3 4 5 6 7 sts 

p to last 3 sts, p 2 log, k 1. 

2nd row: K. to last 6 sts, k 2 tog 
tbl, p 1, twist 2 (k 2 log, then k in¬ 
to front of 1st st and si both sts off 
left hand needle tog), k 1. 

3rd row: K. 1, p 2, k 1, p to last 
st, k 1. 

Coni dec at armhole edge in this 
manner in next and every alt row 
19 19 19 22 22 22 

times, while at same time dec once 
at front edge (I st in from front 
edse) in every foil 

7th 7th 7th 7th 7th 7th 
row from previous dec 6 times 

6 6 7 7 8 8 sts 

rem on needle. 

Corn dec at armhole edge only 
until all sts are worked off, not¬ 
ing that when 5 sts rem dec are 
worked on 2 sis at inside edge. 

LEFT FRONT: Using No 8 
needles, cast on 

37 39 41 43 45 47 sts 

1st row: K 2, * p 1, k 1; rep 

from * to last st, k I. 

2nd row: K I, * p 1, k 1; rep 
from * to end of row. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 5 times, 
inc once at end of needle in last 
row. 

38 40 42 44 46 48 sts 

Using No 4 needles, proceed as 
follows:— 

1st row: K. 

2nd row: K 1, p to end of row. 

Complete to correspond with Left 
Front, working shapings at oppo¬ 
site ends of needle and working k 2 
tog in place of k 2 tog tbl, and p 2 
tog tbl, in place of p 2 log. 

THE RACK: Using No 8 nee¬ 
dles, cast on 

77 81 87 91 97 101 sts 

1st row: K 2, * p 1, k 1; rep 
from * to last st, k 1, 

2nd row: K l, * p 1, k 1; rep 
from * to end of row. 


Rep 1st and 2nd rows 5 times. 
Using No 4 needles, proceed as 
follows:— 

1st row: K. 

2nd row: P. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows until work 
measures 161 ins, or length required, 
from commencement, finishing at 
end of a p row. 

** Shape Raglan Armholes as 

follows:— 

is* and 2nd rows: Cast off 

2 3 4 5 6 7 sts 

work to end of row. 

3rd row: K 1, tw'st 2, p I, k 2 
tog, k to last 6 sts. k 2 tog tbl, p 1, 
twist 2, k 1. 

4th row: K 1, p 2, k 1, p to last 
4 sts, k 1, p 2, k I. ** 

Rep 3rd and 4th rows until 

21 21 23 23 25 25 sts 

rem. Cast off. 

SLEEVES: (both alike). Using 
No 8 needles, casl on 

41 43 45 47 49 51 sts 

1st row; K 2. * p l, k 1; rep 

from * to last st, k 1, 

2nd row: K 1 , * p I, k 1; rep 
from * to end of row. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 8 times, 
then 1st row once. 

20th row: Work in rib inc evenly 
over the row. 

1 3 3 5 5 7 sts 

42 46 48 52 54 58 sts 

Using No 4 needles, proceed as 
follows:— 

Work in stst, inc once at each end 
of needle in 5th and every foil 

7th 7th 7th 7th 6th 6th 

row until there are 

62 66 70 74 78 82 sts 

on needle. 

Cont without shaping until side 
edge measures 17 ins, or length re¬ 
quired. from commencement, finish¬ 
ing at end of a p row. 

Work as given from ** to ** for 
Back. 

Rep 3rd and 4th rows until 10 sts 
rem. 

Proceed as follows:— 
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1st row: (K 1, p 2) 3 times, k 1. 

2nd row: K 1, twist 2, k 2 tog, 
k 2 tog tbl. twist 2, k 1. 

3rd row: K 1, p 6, k 1. 

4th row: K 2, k 2 toa, k 2 log 
tbl, k 2. 

Cast off. 

FRONT BAND: Using No 8 
needles, cast on 11 sts. 

1st row: K 1, twist 2, (p 1, k 1) 
twice, p 1, twist 2, k 1. 

2nd row: K 1, p 2, (k 1, n 1) 
twice, k 1, p 2, k 1. 

3rd row-: K 1, twist 2, p 1, k 1, 
wl fwd, k 2 iog (for buttonhole), 
P 1. twist 2. k i 

Cont in rib, working a buttonhole 
(as before) in every foil 20th row 
from previous buttonhole until 5 
buttonholes have been worked from 
commencement. 

Cont in rib until band is long 
enough to fit (slightly stretched) 
along fronts, across lops of sleeves 
and back of neck. Cast off tightly 
in rib, 

POCKET TOPS: Slip 


20 20 22 22 24 24 sts 

from stitch holder on to a No 8 
needle so that wrong side of work 
will be facing when working 1st 
row. 

1st row: K 1, p 

8 8 9 9 10 10 sts 

inc into next si, p 

9 9 10 10 11 11 sts 

k 1. 

2nd row: K 2, * p I, k l; rep 
from * to end of row. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 
2nd row once. 

Cast off in rib. 

Work another Pocket Top in 
same manner. 

TO MAKE UP: Press lightly 
using a cool iron and a dry cloth. 
Sew sleeves to fronts and back. Sew 
side and sleeve seams. Sew front 
band in position. Slip stitch pocket 
linings in position on wrong side 
and pocket tops on right side of 
work. Sew on buttons to correspond 
with buttonholes. Press all seams.
